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DETAILED ACTION 



Drawings 

The drawings are objected to under 37 CFR 1 .83(a). The drawings must show every 
feature of the invention specified in the claims. Therefore, the structure of claims 4, 6, 8, 1 1, 13, 
14, 16 and 18 must be shown or the feature(s) canceled from the claim(s). No new matter should 
be entered 

In figure 1 the lines are rough and blurred thus rendering the details illegible. 

Corrected drawing sheets in compliance with 37 CFR 1 . 121(d) are required in reply to 
the Office action to avoid abandonment of the application. Any amended replacement drawing 
sheet should include all of the figures appearing on the immediate prior version of the sheet, 
even if only one figure is being amended The figure or figure number of an amended drawing 
should not be labeled as "amended." If a drawing figure is to be canceled, the appropriate figure 
must be removed from the replacement sheet, and where necessary, the remaining figures must 
be renumbered and appropriate changes made to the brief description of the several views of the 
drawings for consistency.

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Claim Refections - 35 USC§112 
Claims 2 and 3 to 13 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, second paragraph, as being 

indefinite for Ming to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which 

applicant regards as the invention. 

In claims 2 and 10, there is no basis for comparison for "high-pressure" shaft. 

In claim 3, there is no reference frame for "below". It would appear that this should read 

-radially inwardly-. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC§102 
The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that form the 
basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 
A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public use or on 
sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United States 

Claims 1 to 5, 14 and IS are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by 
Rolls-Royce (UK 1 ,53 1,037). See figure 2 which shows cooling air turbines 27 and 28 
connected to shaft 20. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC§ 103 
The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set forth in 
section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and the prior art are 
such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the invention was made to a person 
having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. Patentability shall not be negatived by the 
manner in which the invention was made. 
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Claims 6 and 16 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over Rolls- 
Royce in view of Weaver et aL Weaver et al disclose forming the rotor blading as a separate 
system for increased strength. In view of this teaching, it would have been obvious to form the 
rotor blades 28 of Rolls-Royce as a separate component. 

Claims 7, 8, 12, 13, 17 and 18 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable 
over Rolls-Royce in view of Silvestri. Silvestri shows in figure 2 a fluid turbine which has well- 
known stator blading 1 8 for guiding the flow of fluid. The stator blading is shown as a 
component which is separate from the housing. In view of this teaching, it would have been 
obvious to provide the turbine 28 of Rolls-Royce with stator blading. The stator blading is 
rigidly connected to the housing and is therefore readable as being integral therewith. 

Claims 9, 10 and 19 are rejected under 35 U.S.C 103(a) as being unpatentable over 
Rolls-Royce. Official Notice is taken of the fact that it is well known in the art to provide an 
axial turbine with a predetermined number of stages in order to increase the efficiency of energy 
conversion of the working fluid In view of this teaching, it would have been obvious to form 
the turbine 28 of Rolls-Royce with any number of stages, including 1 Vi stages. 

Claim 1 1 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over Rolls-Royce, as 
applied to claim 9, and further in view of Weaver et al, as applied previously. 

Conclusion 

The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent to applicant's 
disclosure.
